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ELECTION/RESTRICTION 



1 . It is noted that claims 1 -1 6 read on many thousands of different combinations of 
genes/nucleic acid molecules. The numerous combinations of SEQ ID NOS 
encompassed by the instant claims are patentably distinct by virtue of having different 
structures and encoding different combinations of proteins, such that each group of 
molecules is characterized by a different combination of functional properties. In view of 
this and the multitude of sequences submitted for examination by the USPTO, and 
because the multitude of combinations of SEQ ID Nos encompassed by the claims 
require different sequence searches that are not co-extensive, a search of more than 
one distinct combination of 1000 SEQ ID NOS would pose a serious burden on the 
examiner. Accordingly, Applicant must elect a single combination of 1000 SEQ ID NOs 
for examination. 

This is not an election of species. Applicant is advised that examination 
will be restricted to only the elected combination of SEQ ID NOs. It is noted that 
while a separate election of particular combinations of 2000, 5000, and10,000 SEQ ID 
Nos is not required (see independent claims 5, 9 and 13, respectively), examination of 
all of the claims will be restricted to the elected combination of 1000 SEQ ID Nos. 

2. A fully responsive reply will comprise the election of a single combination of 1000 
SEQ ID Nos to be examined. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
